The Steamer Finance Went Down Ten

New York, Nov. 27.—In tho/thick of 
® fog off Sandy Hook yesterday, tho 
stout steel freighter Georgic of the 
White Star line rammed and snk the 
lightly laden Panama line steamer Fi- 
nance, outward bound with 85 passen- 
gers, The Finance went down ten min 
utes after the collision, carrying to 
thelr death three of her passengers and 
one of her chew. ‘The rest of the pas- 
rengers, who include 19 women and 14 
children, and the others of the crew 
wer rescued by the boats of the Gear- 
gic, The freighter was not damaged. 

Of the passengers lost one was a 
woman, Mist Irene Campbell of Pann- 
tha, who clung frantically to tho rail 
of the sinking voanel and could not be 
persuaded to refase her hold. Not 
even by foree wore the men yho man- 
ned the small boats able to remove 
lier, She was seon clinging dutermin 
edly to the rail as the vessel sank, Wil 
neer, jwnped overboard and was lost. 
When % roll of the pussengors of tha 
Finance was called it was found that 
Charles H, Schweiuler, a policeman of 
Vonama, and Henry Mullor, a railroad 
conductor of Panama, had diswppeared, 
and there is little doubt that they were 
drowned.
